The  fifth  President  of  Sainr  Leo  College,  Dr.  Thomas  D.  Sourhard,  was  appointed  chief  executive  officer  by  rhe 
Board  of  Trustees  July  1,  1971,  and  has  served  longer  than  any  of  his  predecessors. 

During  rhe  posr  eleven  years,  enrollments  have  more  than  doubled  from  approximarely  1,000  in  1971-72  to 
2,300  in  1981-82  with  the  inauguration  of  the  Military  Education  Program  and  rhe  expansion  of  rhe  Educarional 
Services  degree  offerings. 

Dy  means  of  good  management  practices  and  fiscal  controls,  President  Southard  has  eliminated  a  $581,000 
carry-over  operational  deficit  he  assumed  in  1971  and  for  rhe  past  ten  years  has  operated  Saint  Leo  College  with 
balanced  budgets.  The  1971-72  budget  of  $3,000,000  grew  to  $10,000,000  for  1981-82. 

When  Dr.  Sourhard  assumed  rhe  presidency,  Sainr  Leo's  Endowment  Fund  amounted  to  $170,000.  Today  it 
stands  at  a  little  more  rhan  $3,000,000. 

Presidenr  Sourhard  has  presided  over  rhe  graduation  of  his  eleven  classes  from  1972  through  1982  which  have 
produced  more  rhan  8,400  degree  holders  to  the  ranks  of  the  Saint  Leo  College  Alumni  Association.  Many  have 
found  success  with  their  acceptance  into  graduare  and  professional  schools  rhroughour  rhe  counrry,  especially  rhe 
fields  of  law  and  medicine. 

Two  of  rhe  highlights  of  the  eleven  year  presidency  of  Dr.  Sourhard  have  occurred  during  rhe  Senior  Year  of 
rhe  Class  of  1982.  Under  his  adminisrrarive  and  professional  leadership  has  come  rhe  approval  of  all  programs  and 
rhe  reaffirmation  of  rhe  accreditation  of  Saint  Leo  College  for  rhe  nexr  ren  years.

Afrer  18  years  of  loyalty  and  service  ro  rhe  Sainr  Leo  College  community  as  Coordinator  of  Social 
Programs,  it  is  with  a  saddened  heart  that  we  bid  adieu  to  Hazel  Whitman,  rhe  Grand  Dame  and 
Sweetheart  of  Sainr  Leo  College. 

Contrary  ro  most,  she  starred  Social  Security  benefits  right  after  she  came  to  Sainr  Leo  at  the  age  of  62 
years  and  went  on  to  establish  a  legend  of  limitless  energy  effervescence  during  her  own  time. 

The  innumerable  tasks  she  completed  for  others  will  somehow  never  be  accomplished  in  quire  the  same 
way.  The  "Daily  Say  So"  with  it  amusing  typographical  errors,  rhe  "extra"  touches  she  gave  to  every 
social  event,  her  unlimited  negotiating  powers  for  entertainment  contracts  and  that  special  way  that  she 
touched  the  lives  of  everyone  with  whom  she  came  in  contact  will  remain  with  everyone  who  knew 
and  loved  her.  Her  spirit  will  never  leave  Sainr  Leo  College. 

Unquestionably  the  recipienr  of  more  awards  from  students  than  any  other  member  of  the  College 
community,  the  void  created  with  the  students  —  who  flocked  to  her  office  daily  and  from  whom  she 
derived  her  own  "Fountain  of  Youth"  —  can  never  be  filled. 

Her  campus  activities  included  serving  as  the  first  vice  president  in  1974  of  the  Saint  Leo  College  Faculty- 
Wives'  Club  as  well  as  its  president  in  1980-81  and  also  in  1975;  past  president  of  the  Saint  Leo  College 
Woman's  Club  and  moderator  of  rhe  College  Union  Board  since  its  formation. 

The  local  community  has  also  suffered  a  tremendous  loss  in  her  death.  Her  involvement,  in  parr,  included 
serving  as  past  president  of  the  Dade  City  Woman's  Club;  serving  in  1970  as  chairman  of  rhe  Pasco  County 
Committee  of  the  White  House  Conference  on  Children  and  Yourh;  25  years  with  the  American  Legion 
Auxilary  Florida  Girls'  State,-  being  a  charter  board  member  of  rhe  Pasco  County  Fair  Association  and  rhe 
founder  of  rhe  Miss  Pasco  Counry  Deaury  Pageant;  the  former  secrerary  ro  rhe  Pasco  Counry  Leadership 
Development  Advisory  Committee  and  being  an  active  member  of  rhe  Unired  Merhodisr  Church  in  San 
Anronio,  Florida.

More  profoundly  rhon  anyone  before  rhem,  rhe  ancienr  Greeks  arrempred 
ro  understand  life  by  exploring  rhe  relationship  between  philosophy  and  arr. 
Sain  Leo  College's  October  Greek  Festival  vividly  re-created  this  ancient 
milieu.  Co-sponsored  by  rhe  Division  of  Humanities  and  the  GFWS  Dade  City 
Woman's  Club  an  partially  funded  by  rhe  Florida  Endowment  for  rhe 
Humanities,  the  festival  allowed  the  college  community  and  hundreds  of 
visitors  to  enter  the  world  of  Greek  culture.  Greek  scholars  from  various 
universiries  discussed  individual  will,  rhe  birrh  of  Greek  drama,  and  how  rhe 
ploywrighr,  Aeschylus,  alrered  tradition,-  these  discussions  set  the  stage  for  a 
Greek  Fair  rhar  included  aurhenric  dance,  music,  food,  costumes,  and  arts 
and  crafts. 

At  the  lighting  of  the  Olympic  flame,  participants  put  aside  souvlaki  and 
grapes  ro  listen  to  the  wise  words  of  Plaro,  Epictetus,  and  rhe  rhapsodists, 
rhen  joined  in  rourch  and  charior  races.  While  some  enjoyed  rhe  pageanr  of 
rhe  goddesses,  others  gathered  ro  try  rheir  skill  at  the  discus  or  shot  put. 
Then,  their  worry  beads  in  one  hand,  they  rerurned  to  the  Agora  for 
Spanakopirra  and  baklahva.  Highlighring  rhe  festival,  was  the  presenrarion 
of  Aeschylus'  classic  rrilogy,  The  Oresreia,  which  was  presenred  under  rhe 
stars.  The  ourdoor  performance  by  rhe  College  Theatre  provided  a  firring 
conclusion  to  the  three-days'  visir  ro  5rh-cenrury  B.C.  Greece.
